New York, July 13.—The determina- 


tion of a large number of stock mar-

There was expansion also in the bond 
division and a broadening of demand 
in that department which was most 
encouraging to sentiment. The assur- 
ances of abundant supplies of banking 
resources throughout the' year, the 
promise of crop yields above the aver- 
age for recent years, and the appoach- 
ing termination of the sessions cf the 
Democratic national convention were 
the main factors in stimulating the 
new speculative departure.

consequent halt in business activity 
have been so much a matter of course 
in years of national political cam- 
paigns that progress towards eliminat- 
ing the uncertainties are of recog- 
nized beneficial effect. 
. The ..najning 


of .candidates of the two great polit- 
ical, parties and the defining of tho 
issues on. which the campaign is to be 
fought were accepted as steps toward 
knowledge on which to base the esti- 
mate of the outcome, and were acted 
upon in this light. 


The piling up of loanable funds in 


banking reserves and tne resultant 
pressure to find profitable employ- 
ment for these sums have an almost 
infallible effect in opening up a de- 
mand for well-secured bonds and divi- 
dend-paying stocks. 


• Great importance is attached to the 
symptoms of reviving trade. 
The 


most striking of these were reported 
from the steel trade, where resump- 
tions on a large scale of operations in 
the steel mills in the Pittsburg dis- 
trict were chronicled, with renewal of 
employment for thousands of laborers 
•who had been idle and "without pay 
for several months. 
Special signifi- 


cance was attached to the large pro- 
portion of the new orders for steel 
which were received from the agricul- 
tural implement makers as indicating 
•well informed opinion on the prosper- 
ous conditions of the farming commu- 
nity and the good promise for the 
year's crops. Hopes for the crops were 
fostered by the government report on 
the grain crop. The satisfactory cot- 
ton report of the previous week com- 
pletes the data on which the assump- 
tion is founded of the continued pros- 
perity of agriculture. 


Railroad earnings do not yet show 


improvement. 
The American Railway 


association, however, has reported a 
further decrease of 36,696 in the num- 
ber of freight cars idle in the two 
•w.eeks ending June 24, making a total 
'reduction of over 100,000 cars from 
the greatest idle equipment of April 
29. Railroads in tho northwest are 
reported to be calling'in their freight 
equipment from foreign lines In prep- 
aration for a large taffic movement 
•when the cops move. In various mi- 
nor lines of industry come evidences 
of reviving demand and preparations 
for increased production to meet It.
